Virginia Dare Stamp will be a 


The Late Mi. Seebeck 


S AN interesting glance backward 
A through the dimming years, we 
reprint several items which col- 

lectors read during the gay ’90s: 

“No doubt our readers will remem- 
ber the heated discussions that arose 
last summer as to the advisability of 
collecting the stamps of Salvador, Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua that were to ap- 
pear in the present year. It will also 
be remembered that at that time we 
were arrayed on the side of those who 
contended that these stamps would 
properly belong to a stamp collection, 
and that no collection would be com- 
plete without them. 

“The new stamps have now made 
their appearance in each of these coun- 
tries, and while we have not in any 
single item or particular altered our 
opinion as to the collectibility of these 
stamps, we most urgently advise col- 
lectors not to purchase any of them at 
present. As long as they are used for 
postal purposes, collectors will have to 
pay more than the face value of any un- 
used specimens that they may purchase, 
whereas under the terms of the contract 
under which the stamps were prepared, 
a large quantity of each kind will be 
delivered to the printers at the end of 
the year and thrown on the market at 
a price far below their nominal value. 

“In this case, as in many others, pa- 
tience will, indeed, be found to be a vir- 
tue, and if collectors will follow our 
advice, they will, in 1891, have cause 
for congratulation that they have not 
paid many dollars for an article that 
can be bought for a fraction of the 
price that is now asked.”—American 
Journal of Philately, Feb. 15, 1890 (pub- 
lished by Scott Stamp and Coin Com- 
pany). 





And in the March 15, 1890 number 
of the same journal: 





_ “The advice so frequently given to 
judge others by yourself, often results 
to the detriment of those who follow it, 
Particularly when their own motives 
will not bear analysis. 

“In the last number of this journal, 
we advised collectors not to purchase 
the current issues of Salvador, Nicaragua 
and Honduras, stating that within a 
year or so these stamps would be of- 
fered at a low price, and those pur- 
chasing at present would suffer a serious 


loss in these additions to their collec- 
tions, 





“The advice, honestly given, has sore- 
ly exercised some of the small fry in 
the business, who cannot quietly see 
themselves deprived of making a few 
dollars out of collectors, whether they 
(the collectors) receive an adequate re- 
turn for their money. 


“It has, in fact, been stated that we 
gave the advice in question solely for 
the purpose of preventing collectors from 
purchasing at present, and then when 
we receive a quantity, to ask an exhor- 
bitant price for the stamps. 


“This is, in effect, a charge of dis- 
honest dealing, and nothing but jealousy 
can have prompted it. 


“It is well known that as soon as the 
issue of 1891 shall be in use in Nicar- 
agua, Mr. G. B. Calman and our firm 
will control the sale of the remainders 
of the 1890 issue. Another dealer has 
the same privilege as to the 1890 issue 
of Honduras. 


“In order to emphasize the advice 
already given, and as the best answer 
to the charges quoted above, we now 
offer the following: 


“To any person who records his name 
with our firm (The Scott Stamp and 
Coin Company, Ltd.) on or before Jan. 
1, 1891, we agree to deliver, as soon 
as we have control of the stamps of 
Nicaragua of the 1890 issue, the com- 
plete set of these stamps, unused, for 
$1, the set to contain the following 
values: 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, and 50 centavos, 
1, 2, 5, and 10 pesos. 


“By arrangement with the party who 
has control of the Honduras stamps of 
1890, we are enabled to make the same 
offer on these, viz: 


“To any person who records his name 
with our firm on or before Jan. 1, 1891, 
we agree to deliver, as soon as the 
stamps are delivered to the person who 
has the option on them, the complete 
set of postage stamps of Honduras of the 
issue of 1890, unused, for $1, the set to 
contain the following values: 1, 2, 5, 
10, 20, 25, 30, 40, 50, 75 centavos and 1 
peso. 


“We do not ask that the money be 
remitted now, we simply wish collectors 
to record their name, and as soon as 
the stamps are ready for delivery, we 
shall notify all who have thus inscribed 
their names.” 





And then we skip to the July 1, 1899, 
issue of the same magazine and find this: 





“After a lingering illness, which had 
been gradually draining his strength, 


Mr. Nicholas F. Seebeck expired on 
Friday, June 23, in his forty-second 
year. Mr. Seebeck was known for many 


years as a stamp dealer and stamp 
printer, and it is but justice to his mem- 
ory to state that in all his business 
transactions he was guided by the high- 
est principles of honorable dealing. His 
name for many years has not been held 
in high favor by stamp collectors on 
account of certain contracts, entered into 
in 1889, between him and the govern- 
ments of some of the Central Ameri- 
can states, by virtue of which Mr. See- 
beck was to supply them with a new 
issue of stamps in each of the ten suc- 
ceeding years, receiving in payment 
therefor on the delivery of each new 
issue, the remainders of the stamps of 
the preceding one. 

“From his standpoint, the contract 
was an ordinary business transaction 
and, if it had not been for the jealousy 
of other parties, no such odium would 
have been attached to his stamps as has 
been the case for the past four or five 
years. We do not attempt to defend 
the action of the governments who so 
unnecessarily increased the number of 
stamps in existence, but, so far as the 
late Mr. Seebeck was concerned, he was 
certainly not to be blamed and did 
what any other business man would 
have done if a similar opportunity had 
offered.” 





And a month later in the same jour- 
nal: 





“ 


. ... The executors or assigns of Mr. 
Seebeck do not intend to enter into any 
new agreement looking to the providing 
of stamps under such arrangements as 
had previously been made, and we con- 
sider it extremely doubtful that any- 
one else will attempt to step into his 
shoes. It may be safely assumed that 
any such speculation would be a los- 
ing one, as Mr. Seebeck’s own experi- 
ence has shown that no money can be 
made out of such transactions, the 
countries concerned being constantly on 
the increase and their postal require- 
ments necessitating such a large supply 
of stamps for their actual postal needs 
as to wipe out all possible profit on 
the transaction.”

These are sets 
that should have a wide appeal through 
out the world and undoubtedly heavy 
wholesale shipments already have left 
these shores. It will be worth the time 
and energy required to outline a reading 
course based on the lives of these mil 
itary and naval figures who have been 
so prominent in the history of our 
country.

The 5-cent Navy has 
story of Annapolis, 
school for naval officers. 
in 1845 by George Bancroft, the his 
torian, who was then secretary of state. 
At first known as the Naval School, it 
was reorganized four years later into 
the United States Naval Academy. Dur 
ing the Civil War it was moved to New 
port, R. I. for safety, but returned to 
its old home in 1865. Little of the 
original institution remains as the school 
has been almost entirely rebuilt. There 
are 125 buildings on the 224-acre plot 
and as a whole is valued at some $28,- 
000,000. 

As at West Point, the scholarship re- 
quirements at the navy school are very 


high. Candidates for admission are pro- 
posed by the president, senators and 
representatives, with annual contribu- 


tions of 100 students by the navy and 
marine corps, 25 from the naval reserves 
and 40 by competitive examination from 
among the sons of soldiers, sailors and 
marines who gave their lives in the 
last great war.

Those Moroccos 


M. Hermouet of Paris, in his useful} 7; 
Bulletin, falls into error in blaming the 
British government for first keeping the 
offices in Morocco short of stamps, thus 
sending up the prices, and then by re- 
printing, bringing them down again. 

What M. Hermouet fails to realize 
is that printing of Morocco Edwardian 
stamps has been practically continuous 
ever since they first appeared. There 
is no question of ‘a new printing” as 
he suggests—there have been six or 
seven printings at short intervals as stock 
was needed, and the local shortage was 
due to misguided stamp dealers trying 
to buy them up, and temporarily suc 
ceeding while the next supply was on 
its way. The British post office took 
the entirely proper course. As always, 
with British stamps, the more they sell 
the more they print. What is wrong 
with that? Even while there were none 
in stock, the British post office went 
on booking orders for delivery, which 
never took more than three weeks—usu 
ally less.

had reposed under the nose of an im- 
portant stamp dealer for heaven knows 
how many years. The discovery came 
about when a dealer purchased a whole- 
sale lot of Barbados from the stocks of 
the late Mr. W. S. Lincoln. In one 
envelope was found an unchronicled per- 
foration and a mystery imperforate of 
the 1d stamps of the 1874 issue. 

No other imperforates of that issue are 
known and it is presumed that possibly 
only a very few stamps in one sheet 
escaped the perforation pins. Authori- 
ties on the production of Barbados 
stamps argue that this explanation is 
likely because during the perforating 
of this issue a machine broke down and 
the balance of the perforating was trans- 
ferred from Perkins, Bacon & Company 
to Somerset House. At any rate, an un- 
known imperforate bobs up sixty years 
after issue to prove that almost any- 
thing can happen in this remarkable 
hobby. 

I had just written the above lines and 
paused to skim over the April number 
of the Australian Stamp Monthly which 
had just been delivered when this cap- 
tion caught my eye: “Australia 3d Air 
Mail—An Important Discovery.” The 
article states that it is now possible to 
distinguish the plates from which the 
booklet stamps of the issues were printed 
and that the Australian Specialists Cata- 
logue will list the variety. Credit for 
the discovery is given to Mr. Owen 
Acers, Industrial City, Mo. 

And therein lies a story. Mr. Acers 
has long been one of my close friends 
and one night when he visited my home 
he spoke of a futile effort to obtain a 
booklet of Australian air stamps. I had 
one of the books and broke it up into 
panes, one going home with Mr. Acers. 
Within a few days I received a long 
distance telephone call from him, asking 
that I examine the panes I possessed for 
a minute spot of color centered below 
each stamp in the top row of the panes. 
He was quite excited. And well he 
might have been for he had discovered 
what thousands of collectors, including 
myself, had overlooked for years. The 
spot of color was constant, but, being 
in the line of perforation, often was lost. 
And, the stamps being perforated all 
around, once they were detached from 
the pane it seemed impossible to iden- 
tify them. Mr. Acers’ discovery was 
made two or three years ago, but for 
some unexplained reason, his work is 
just being recognized in Australia. 

So, that ought to prove that discov- 
eries are being made every day by the 
students of philately. Mr. Acers earns 
no cash reward by his close observation 
but he has the satisfaction of contrib- 
uting to the world’s knowledge of Aus- 
tralian stamps.

tenstein who sent his split Nova Scotias; 
Stephen G. Rich who exhibited Cape of 
Good Hope triangles and a specialized 
collection of Poland No. 1; Theodore 
Steinway who displayed a specialized lot 
of New South Wales, lithographed 2d 
blues of the 1859 issue; and A. L. Sailes 
who sent George V Jubilees. E. Tudor 
Gross’ collection of 1861 1 cent, and 
Laurence B. Mason’s specialized Union 
of South Africa No. 1 and early U. S. 
covers were other unusually nice fea 
tures that came in from outside the city. 

There are some collectors, I know, 
who think it a little juvenile to dress 
up album pages with pictures and other 
illustrations, yet most of the above dis- 
plays were so developed. Those illus- 
trations not only interested the collectors 
at the show, but really injected a needed 
feature for the non-collectors who, other- 
wise, probably could not have appreci- 
ated the stamps. 

A well-illustrated display of U. S. 
plate varieties from the collection of 
Fred Hawkins had spectators right up 
to the frames studying cracks, shifts and 
the other peculiarities so dear to the 
heart of the specialist. Again, the en- 
larged drawings were a tremendous help 
to the uninitiated. 

It seems to me that every effort 
should be made to arrange exhibitions 
that mean something to the public at 
large. While we collectors are treating 
ourselves to the opportunity of studying 
stamps that too seldom come our way, 
we might as well be publicizing the 
hobby by encouraging displays that 
carry a message to the spectators who 
know not the joys of collecting. 

Incidentally, the Columbus show re- 
ceived considerable publicity as the re- 
sult of its treasure chest stunt. An old 
trunk was filled with stamps, covers, 
albums, hinges, packets and hundreds of 
miscellaneous items and given away at 
the dinner. H. J. Lucas, Akron, Ohio, 
was the fortunate gentleman. 





Who Rang That Bell?

Weekly Stamp News, is being plagued 
by a bell complex these days.

double talk but that is just what the 
post office department is doing. From 
Brooklyn and New York City comes 
items of the B-11 buros further canceled. 
Some show merely a dated handstamp 
while others bear designs like stars and 
the like stamped over the precancellation. 
The purpose is, of course, to check the 
reuse of precancels. You no doubt have 
noticed this and wondered, so let’s hear 
about the ones you noted. This double 
canceling defeats the purpose of pre- 
cancels but nevertheless it is being done. 
We have often noted when stamps were 
returned to the original office for some 
reason or other they were further can- 
celed, this is a rule of the department 
in regards to precancels, but the stamps 
of which I speak were noted on outgoing 
mail which was not returned nor never 
likely to be.

Mystery Character 


Information that the post office de- 
partment will recognize the 350th an- 
niversary of the birth of Virginia Dare 
may, or may not, place at rest the 
many rumors current concerning a mys 
tery commemorative issue that has been 
under consideration by President Roose 
velt. It is strongly felt in some quar- 
ters that the Boy Scouts will be re 
membered this summer with a stamp 
calling attention to their national Jam 
boree in Washington. 

The Virginia Dare stamp will serve 
to familiarize Americans with a char 
acter in early colonial history. Hereto 
fore, the name has been associated 
chiefly with a popular brand of wine. 
Virginia was the first child born in 
America of English parents. The birth 
took place on Roanoke Island (now in 
North Carolina) in a little settlement 
sponsored by Sir Walter Raleigh. Com- 
munication with England was delayed 
and the colony and its inhabitants dis- 
appeared before a line of supplies was 
established. The fate of Virginia or of 
any other member of the colony is un 
known. The child was the granddaugh- 
ter of John White, governor of the set 
tlement. 

Roanoke Island is some ten miles long 
by two miles wide and stands a short 
distance off the coast.

Announcement that Harold L. Ickes, 
secretary of the interior, has indorsed 
the proposal to issue a series of postage 
stamps honoring the American Indian 
would seem to be one of the final steps 
before this set becomes a reality. We 
are confident in a prediction the Indian 
stamps will be approved by the president 
at an early date.
